T he P resid en tia l F ig h t. 
FEELING AT WASHINGTON. 
W ashington, M ay 15tb.—A lthough there 
is just now something of a lull in public 
political movements, speculation continues to 
increase iu interest among W ashington poli­ 
ticians as the day for holding the National 
Republican Convention draws nearer. 
The 
friends of both G rant and Blaine look for­ 
ward to next W ednesday’s Illinois Conven­ 
tion with a good deal of anxiety, because if 
the third-term ers are worsted there, the can­ 
vass of General G rant receivái a hard and 
perhaps fatal blow. 
The G rant men, how­ 
ever, feel cheerful, aud claim th at Illinois 
will instruct her forty-two votes to be cast 
for him. 
They also claim as the results of 
the Conventions to be held next week twenty 
votes from Alabama, sixteen from Louisiana 
and six from Nebraska, though the Sherman 
men also claim th at they will secure some 
votes iu Alabam a and Louisiana. 
Blaine's 
friends feel generally confident, and, indeed, 
are inclined to be boastful. 
They say th at 
G rant cannot be nominated on the first bal­ 
lot, and th at two-thirds of tiie Convention 
will vote for Blaine on the second. 
This, 
however, is denied bv Sherm an’s friends, 
who think th a t with G rant out of the way 
Sherm an will get the bulk of the G rant 
vote, rather than th at his friends will be al­ 
lowed to go to Blaine. 
EX-GOVERNOR STANFORD’S OPINION. 
N ew Y o rk , M ay 15:h.—The Herald int r- 
viewed I,eland Stanford here yesterday. 
In 
reply to the question, “ Is there any organ­ 
ized opposition to the third term candidacy ?” 
he said, “ N o n e a t all. 
The ex-President is 
very popular in California, and if he should 
be nominated he would get the whole Repub­ 
lican vote. 
The K earney people would di­ 
vide in such a case, the Democrats voting for 
their man for President, and the Republicans 
for theirs. 
B ut the K earneyites have had 
their day. 
The Democratic delegates will 
go to Cincinnati uninstructed. I think Tilden 
is still a great favorite with the Democrats of 
the Pacific coast, but local pride will induce 
them to present the name of Field. 
Indeed, 
I believe Field would be the strongest Presi­ 
dential candidate the Democrats could select 
to secure the vote of California. 
H e would 
make a better canvass than any man they 
could pu t up. 
The Republicans are stronger 
on the Pacific coast than they were four years 
ago.” 
JOHN TIGHTENS THE WIRES A LITTLE. 
N ew Y o rk , M ay 15th.—The Bulletin sa y s: 
Since Secretary Sherm an’s visit to New York 
it would appear there has been a very urgent 
demand for A ssistant W eighmasters in the 
Custom House. 
No fewer than twenty-five, 
we are informed, have been imported from 
rural districts at a salary of 81,000 per an­ 
num each. 
W e learn also th at quite a large 
num ber of Custom House employes have bad 
the m isfortune to have uncles, aunts, cousins, 
etc., so seriously indisposed “ out W est,” 
th a t they have been constrained, from a sense 
of social duty, to ask leave of absence.

as it probably will be. 
NEBRASKA REPUBLICANS DIVIDED. 


L in c o l n (Neb.), M ay 15;h.—This county, 
the largest Republican county in the State, 
held a Convention to-day and selected nine­ 
teen delegates to the State Convention to be 
held a t Columbus on the 19th instant. 
The 
delegation is divided between G rant aud 
W ashburne, and are uninstructed. 
.Massacre <>!' P rosp ectors iu (lie I'tc Conn- 
try. 
C h ic a g o , 
M ay 15th.—The 
Times this 
morning publishes a story from Leadville, 
told by John Allendorf to a reporter in that 
city, regarding the terrible massacre of white 
prospectors en route to the U te Reservation. 
Allendorf says he left his home in Linn 
county, Kansas, seven weeks ago, with seven­ 
teen others, equipped for an expedition in 
search of mineral, which they found on the 
head-waters 
of Gunnison 
river, in rich 
placers, which pielded from 82,000 to $4,000 
per day. 
On M ay 3d, while the party was 
widely scattered, the Indians, mounted and 
500 strong, galloped down upon the camp 
and massacred the whole party, cutting their 
bodies into pieces. 
Allendorf witnessed the 
affair from a mountain, w hither he had gone 
hunting. 
The U tes carried off all the gold 
and the whole outfit. 
Allendorf escaped, 
and walked for several days until he reached 
a settlement. 
H e gives the following as the 
Dames of the murdered m en: 
Charles and 
John Andrews, Elias M orían, Jam es Hen­ 
derson* John and Isaac Detmore, M artin 
Fleming. P eter Amberg, Fred and Louis 
Stell, Edward Maron, Philip Jackson, Josiah 
W am er, Jesse Jerry, Adam H om er and 
Julius Terry. 
Mr. Allendorf confesses th at 
his story has been discredited by the settlers, 
to whom he told it, and who attributed it to 
a disordered brain. 
Telegrams received at 
Leadville yesterday report th at men coming 
from the reservation to Lake City report a 
party of twenty-five prospectors corralled on 
the Gunnison, and twelve killed. 
This is 
supposed to be B radbury’s party, which left 
Del Norte three weeks ago. 
General M cKenzie’s column is on the way 
to the scene. 
A letter from Saguache says 
th at the U tes are reported to have killed 
twelve miners, forty miles west of th at place, 
and troops from F ort G arland are en route to 
the scene, 
AH these stories are subject to 
doubt, and cannot be verified at present, as 
the roads are in terrible condition, but it is 
beUeved the Indians are making preparations 
for the w ar-path, and stirring news is ex­ 
pected soon. 
In v a d in g th e Ctes. 
C hicago, M ay 15.—The Timet' Leadville 
special says : 
A company of 100 men will be 
organized here Sunday to go into the U te 
reservation. 
They will be thoroughly armed 
and well equipped for the summer. 
M ajor 
K line, formerly of the Buck Tail Regiment 
of Pennsylvania Volunteers, is leader. 
The W h itta k er C u e . 
W est P o in t, M ay 15th.—Joseph E. Paine, 
the expert in the W hittaker case, was re­ 
called and testified th at there were striking 
sim ilarities in one set of papers with the note 
of warning. 
H is testim ony was in the main 
corroborative of the other experts. 
The 
Court-room was filled with people, it being 
stated th at W hittaker would undergo a se­ 
vere examination. 
Cadet W hittaker was 
called. 
In reply to questions, he said th a t he 
had heard before he came to the Academy of 
the way in which colored cadets were treated. 
The prospect was not encouraging, but he 
had in some respects been treated better than 
he had expected. 
A copy of L ieutenant 
Flipper’s book on “ The Colored Cadet at 
W est P o in t” was shown W hittaker. 
The 
book contained an extract from a letter from 
W hittaker, in which he spoke of his treat­ 
m ent as “ bully.” 
W hittaker said the ex­ 
tract expressed his sentiments a t th at time. 
H e thought some colored cadets had been 
treated worse than he. 
W hen the wrongs 
done him had been reported to the au- 
th :rities 
they had been redressed. 
H e 


had some suspicion of cadets Blake and 
M cDonald, because of their treatm ent of 
him. 
lie had made 
Blake 
very angry 
by putting on his cap by accident a few 
days before. 
Answering a question, he said 
th at although this pique of Blake’s would not 
move a sensible man to cut and m utilate au- 
other, yet it m ight have blinded him and pre­ 
judiced him to such an act. 
H e and McDon- 
donald had 
had a fus3 while they were 
“ plebs,” ami had not been friendly since. 
The Recorder asked W hittaker if the letter 
he held in his hand was his (W hittaker’s). 
W hittaker said he could not tell until he read 
it, and he reached out for it. 
The Recorder 
again sharply asked if it was his writing, and 
received the same answer. 
Finally Mr. 
W right. W hittaker's counsel, took the letter 
from the Recorder, and handed it to W hit­ 
taker, who read it aloud in a dram atic man­ 
ner. 
I t was a hitter denunciation of the per­ 
petrators of the outrage upon him, and re­ 
ferred to W est Point in terms of reproacli for 
allowing' such things to be perpetrated. 
I t 
was w ritten to a colored man in New Y ork 
city. 
The R ecorders action in this m atter 
created an unfavorable impression and re­ 
marks, and he (the Recorder) complained of 
this to President Mordicai, who said a re­ 
petition of the same would cause the ejection 
from the room of those making them. W hit­ 
taker acknowledged the authorship of the 
letter, and said he clung tenaciously to the 
utterances 
still. 
The 
Recorder 
asked 
if 
the marks on his ears remain, 
and 
he said they 
did, but were slight. 
In 
a further cross-examination, he showed only 
slight discrepancies with his former state­ 
ments. 
He was questioned closely as to his 
handkerchiefs, his knife, his doors, pillows, 
etc., and answered ail questions freely. 
He 
described the third cadet, but said he had no 
suspicion who he was. 
H e was taller than 
McDonald and smaller than Blake. 
The Re­ 
corder asked how he could justify himself by 
bringing the names of M cDonald and Blake 
into disrepute. 
W hittaker replied, “ You 
asked me, ana I have a right to tell you 
whom I suspect.” 
H e had never mentioned 
them before, and no one had suggested that 
he do it, not even his counsel. The Recorder 
read the reports of the experts, both cf whom 
fixed on the hand w riting of W hittaker ap 
the writing of the person who wrote the note 
of warniug. 
The reports of the experts bore 
heavily against W hittaker. 
E xpert South- 
worth testifies in his report very circumstan­ 
tially, fhowiug th at the note of warning was 
written on the same paper as th a t on which 
W hittaker wrote to his mother, and in fact 
on a part of the same sheet upon which lie 
had started to write. 
Southworth, ana every 
one of the five experts, identified the writing 
as W h ittak er’s. 
Three of them were very 
positive. 
The conclusion created a great sen­ 
sation. 
The .Milton F ire —A I’rosperons Tow n 
K ciluccd to Ashes. 
Sunbury (Pa.), M ay 15th.—The scene at 
M ilton this morning beggars description. 
N othing remains except the black and deso­ 
late ruins of a once prosperous town. People 
spent last night in lofts of the nail works and 
planing mills. 
The num ber of buildings de­ 
stroyed was 000. 
The vaults of the banks 
are uninjured. 
The people of the town are 
almost entirely destitute. 
Provisions have 
been pouring in from the surrounding country. 
The man burned is identified as M r. Angey, 
eighty-five years old. 
H e was attem pting to 
save the stable of the Poor House. 
Mrs. 
Sticker died during the night from fright. 
The fire originated from sparks from a saw 
mill attached to the car works.

RELIEVING THE DESTITUTE. 
Abraham Angeny was killed, and several 
persons slightly injured. 
This place has been 
crowded with people all day. 
A t noon hun­ 
dreds gathered around the planing mill, where 
food was distributed by the Relief Commit­ 
tee. 
Several car-loads of provisions arrived 
during the day. 
A telegraphic order was re­ 
ceived from the Treasurer of the Philadelphia 
Relief Committee for $5,000, and promising 
more, and from Colonel McClure, authorizing 
the proper persons to draw on the Times for 
$750. 
Two hundred and fifty tents, for­ 
warded by Governor Hoyt, were erected in 
the fields. 
Four car-loads of people went to 
W atsontown to spend the night. 
Food was 
again distributed at the planing mill this 
evening, and persons worth thousands .yester­ 
day accepted the charitable relief this even­ 
ing. 
Men have been at work tearing down 
the crumbling ruins at the fire.

N e w Y o rk, M ay 15th.—The Tribune's Lon­ 
don special says : This has been an unlucky 
week for the Government. 
Three separate 
events have considerably impaired its pres­ 
tige—Sir W illiam H arcourt’s defeat, M r. 
Faw cett’s enforced retraction of his mistaken 
charge against the late M inistry, and M r. 
Gladstone’s apology to A ustria. 
Sir William 
H arcourt’s defeat is really of little conse­ 
quence, and was due partly to his personal 
unpopularity and partly to 'th e thirstiness of 
the Oxford electors and the good quality of 
H all’s beer. 
N othing is yet settled respecting 
Sir W illiam H arcourt’s future seat, but there 
are plenty offering. 
Mr. Faw cett’s mistake 
arose from trusting unofficial information, 
though proceeding from the India office. 
H e 
sitoke needlessly, w ithout acquainting Lord 
Harrington of his intention, and rightly as­ 
serted the existence of a deficiency, but he 
wrongfully accused the miuisters of having 
knowledge of th at deficit before the elections. 
H arrington immediately informed Faw cett 
th at he was mistaken, and insisted that he 
should publish a letter acknowledging the 
error, which Mr. Faw cett did iu grudging 
terms, making a bad impression. 
M r. Gladstone was vastly surprised on dis­ 
covering th at his letter to Count K aralyi was 
regarded as too submissive. 
H e attached 
slight importance to the apologetic portion, 
especially as it was not telegraphed before he 
had extracted the im portant pledge from 
A ustria th at she would not attem pt to go 
beyond the lim its prescribed in the Berlin 
T reaty in the Balkan Peninsula. 
H e still 
insists th at his excuses to the Em peror only 
express his regret for utterances based on 
alleged words which he now finds were 
unspoken. 
H e repudiates the notion th at he 
forgot the dignity of a British Prim e M inis­ 
ter. Nevertheless the Liberal journals defend 
their chief only feebly, the general feeling 
among Liberals being one ot regret th at M r. 
Gladstone allowed himself to use expressions 
capable of a derogatory interpretation. 
The 
Tory journals have been tilled all the weak 
with passionate denunciations of Mr. Glad­ 
stone for bringing abject hum iliation on 
England. The same journals reproduce many 
columns of continental comments, mostly un­ 
favorable to Mr. Gladstone, many asserting 
th at never before was a sim ilar apoloey wrung 
from the chief of a great nation. 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s friends eav that a better impression 
will be produced when Count K aralyi's letter 
is published, and adm it the mistake of not 
publishing both together. 
M eantime the 
A ustrian semi-official journal is engaged in 
endeavoring to prove th at the supposed pledge 
from A ustria was invalid, alleging th at this 
was a purely private correspondence between 
Count K aralyi and Mr. Gladstone, and de­ 
nying th at the A ustrian Prem ier was a party 
to the transaction. 
Still less is A ustria her­ 
self bound by the 
expression of Count 
K aralyi’s opinion. 
The English Government 
will not tolerate this evasion, and is deter­ 
mined to hold A ustria to her Embassador’s 
declaration.

THE RESPONSIBILITY FOB THE TULARE 
COUNTY MURDERS. 


THE WHITTAKER 
T he W h ittak e r case 
DENOUEMENT, 
has taken an en­ 
tirely new and unexpected turn. The ex­ 
perts who have been examining the hand­ 
writing of the cadets have unanimously 
agreed that the note of warning found in 
W hittaker’s room was written by himself. 
The way in which this conclusion is led up 
to and supported appears to leave no room 
for doubt that the alleged outrage was 
committed by Whittaker upon himself, 
and the almost inevitable deduction is 
that he planned the whole affair in order 
to bring disgrace upon the Academy of 
West Point, in revenge for the ill-treat- 
inent which he had undoubtedly been sub­ 
jected to. While this discovery must at 
once and forever extinguish all W hit­ 
taker’s hopes of a career, and result in his 
merited expulsion, it does not, how­ 
ever, affect the significance of the testi­ 
mony which in the course of this inquiry 
has revealed the cruel proscription and 
persecution to which colored cadets at 
West Point appear to he invariably ex­ 
posed. W hittaker may he himself unde­ 
serving of any sympathy. He may be a 
false and dishonorable schemer. But the 
fact remains that he was impelled to the 
folly which has ruined him by a course of 
treatment such as no white cadet has ever 
had to endure, and such as might 
demoralize the character of a white 
cadet as well as a black one. 
We 
have heretofore expressed the opinion 
that it is unreasonable to fiy out 
against the white cadets for their conduct 
towards their colored fellows, since it is 
undeniable that no intimacy is as a rule 
permitted to exist between white and col­ 
ored men in the world. A-d if therefore 
it appears impossible to secure for colored 
cadets that social equality which is indis­ 
pensable to the proper development of 
their characters, it would seem the most 
rational course to abandon the well-meant 
but ill-fated endeavor to amalgamate the 
races in the military academy. No doubt 
this is a hardship in one sense to the col­ 
ored people. Perhaps it would afford them 
ground for protest on the strength of the 
Constitutional Amendments. But if they 
were wise and self-respecting we do not 
think they would care to insist upon their 
technical rights in such a ca3e, seeing that 
to do so would only entail upon their repre­ 
sentatives at West Point a continuance 
of the ill treatment which all col­ 
ored cadets thus far have had to bear. 
No doubt there are many who will 
assert that 
the illiberal ideas of 
the white cadets ought not to be toler­ 
ated, hut that the Government should 
compel the admittance of the colored 
cadets to absolute social equality. To any 
such argument it may be said that since 
hitherto no means have been found whereby 
the absolute social equality of colored peo­ 
ple generally can be secured, it is mere 
nonsense to imagine that what has proved 
impracticable everywhere else can be com­ 
passed by legislative enactment at West 
Point. It is possible that the prejudice 
complained of will be outgrown, and if it 
is there will no longer exist any rational 
objection to the appointment of colored 
cadets. Bat until it disappears from the 
country outside of West Point it must be 
expected to flourish there, and since the 
forcing of colored cadets into the academy 
only entails suffering and possible ruin upon 
themselves, we cannot see why thinking 
men, either white or colored, should de­ 
mand the continuance of such an arrange- 
jnent. 


The Mussel Slough settlers have under­ 
taken to assert that the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company is responsible for the 
murders recently committed in conse­ 
quence of their lawless resistance to the 
authority of the United States. They 
have passed impudent resolutions to this 
effect, and have had the audacity to send 
them to Washington, while at the same 
time they repeat their declaration that 
they will not yield to the law. It is 
therefore necessary to inform the public 
that the whole responsibility for the mur­ 
ders rests upon these men ; that they have 
no shadow of justification for their high­ 
handed defiance of the law ; that they 
possess no title to the name of “ set­ 
tle r s ,” as it is commonly understood; 
that they are, and have been from the 
first, squatters who knowingly went upon 
and occupied lands belonging to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company ; and 
that they have in fact had no reason to 
complain of the treatment they have re­ 
ceived from the corporation, but on the 
contrary have been throughout dealt with 
far more moderately than their own con­ 
duct warranted. These men occupied 
the lands they are now holding ille­ 
gally and by force, with full knowledge 
that the territory belonged to the railroad 
compauy. They have ever since refused to 
recognize the title of the company, and 
they have organized an armed league for 
the express purpose of resisting the laws of 
the land, and defeating the just claims of 
the lawful owners of the land. It is a 
shame and disgrace to the State that their 
action should be defended by journals 
which pretend to be conducted in the inter­ 
ests of society, and that the utter and fla­ 
grant illegality of their proceedings from 
the first should he ignored or condemned, 
and the present situation should be dis­ 
cussed as a subject for compromise. The 
title of the railroad company to the Mussel 
Slough land is indisputable. But the so- 
called Settler’s League has undertaken to 
dictate to the company at what price it 
should dispose of its property, and has 
forcibly resisted every attempt made to put 
the legitimate owners in possession. Their 
contempt for the laws of the country has 
even led to the violent death of seven 
men, five being members of their law­ 
less League, and two being men w'ho 
had bought 
land 
from the com­ 
pany, and who were about to be put 
in possession of it by the United States 
Marshal. The truth is that the settlers 
have no case whatever, and that the undi­ 
vided responsibility for these seven homi­ 
cides rests upon their shoulders. They 
had no right to organize for the purpose of 
holding the lands in the teeth of the law. 
In taking that step they outlawed them­ 
selves, and proclaimed themselves brigands 
and bandits. They had no right to attack 
the United States Marshal with force and 
arms, and-if in committing this violation 
of the laws they had all been killed, their 
heirs could not have demanded any re­ 
dress. 
They have set out upon a pro­ 
gramme of violence and illegality which 
deprives them of every claim to the sym­ 
pathy of law-abiding people, and they 
have even in their insolent misrepresen­ 
tation of the facts reaffirmed their deter­ 
mination to disobey the laws. 
We call attention to a letter from Judge 
Delos Lake, in this connection. Judge 
Lake is the attorney for the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad, and he has had the direction 
of the legal proceedings which have been 
interrupted by the late horrible slaughter. 
He gives a brief but perfectly clear state­ 
ment of the case, showing that the assump­ 
tion of mysterious equities on the part of 
the Leaguers is wholly without founda­ 
tion, and that the position of the so-called 
settlers is altogether false and untenable. 
He says : F it is urged by the so-called 
League tftat the railroad company is 
“ oppressively attempting to drive honest 
settlers from their homes. It is not true 
“ that these persons are in any just sense 
“ entitled to be called ‘settlers’ on these 
1 lands. They took possession in open de- 
“ fiance of the well known fact that the 
“ lands had been granted to the railroad 
company, and it is simply preposterous 
“ to include them in the class of persons 
“ that was invited to settle on the lauds 
“ with a promise that when patents were 
“ issued they should have the option to 
“ purchase” 
But notwithstanding the 
absence of any equitable claim on the part 
of these men to the special terms offered 
by the company to sush settlers as came 
the land recognizing the corporation 
title to it, it is in evidence that they have 
repeatedly been offered the most reasonable 
terms if they would ahandou their illegal 
attitude and recognize their responsibil­ 
ities. They have refused all these offers, 
however. 
They have maintained their 
right to make the terms, and what they 
have proposed w»3 utterly incapable of 
being accepted without abandoning the 
company’s rights altogether. It is in fact 
a very flagrant case of squatting, and as 
such it ought to be discussed. It is an at­ 
tempt of a number of men who have com­ 
bined for the purpose to defraud the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company out of the 
just value of lands granted to that com­ 
pany by the United States Government 
long before these people occupied it. Be­ 
cause there are enough of them to combine 
they have imagined that they could over­ 
ride the laws, and it must not be concealed 
that they have been encouraged in their 
lawlessness by a portion of the press, 
which has treated their action as though 
it were perfectly legitimate, and has lost 
no opportunity of intimating a belief that 
the “ settlers ’’ were being wronged by the 
company, and that they were fully justi­ 
fied in resorting to force for the protection 
of their imaginary and wholly fictitious 
rights. 
Not until such occurrences as 
these are handled fearlessly and candidly 
can it be expected that they will cease to 
disgrace and damage the body politic. 


diplomacy will have something to say. 
The Japanese are too cautious to be drawn 
into a war of which the end cannot be 
foreseen, and the purposes of which do not 
affect their interests, and it is probable 
that they have been strongly counseled to 
decline the proposed alliance by the 
Western ministers residing at Yokohama. 
A war between Russia and China con­ 
ducted on dry land would be a matter of 
comparatively little importance, but a 
naval war would threaten the existence of 
the whole foreign commerce with China, 
and cannot therefore be regarded with 
equanimity by the nations which desire to 
share the profits of that rapidly extending 
traffic. 
ACCIDENTS FROM FOOLHARDINESS. 
W ithin the past fortnight two serious 
accidents have occurred in different parts 
of the country from foolhardiness. In 
both these cases the victims were tamper­ 
ing with condemned loaded shells, which 
exploded with disastrous consequences. It 
does not seem that in either case there 
was any ground for supposing that the 
shells were harmless, but they were never­ 
theless handled exactly as though they had 
been known to he unloaded. In one case 
some men undertook to break up loaded 
shells by putting them on an anvil and 
striking them with a sledge-hammer. In 
the other case a man, having found that a 
shell was loaded, deliberately introduced a 
lighted match into its cavity. The natural 
result followed in each case. The shells 
exploded, and carried death and destruc­ 
tion all around. It is difficult to under­ 
stand how such supreme idiots as these 
men could have lived to the age they had 
reached, judging from these evidences of 
their imbecility. We should have expect­ 
ed them to take their departure very early 
in life, from a tendency to regard gunpow­ 
der and dynamite as eligible fuel, or from 
a habit of peering down the barrels of 
loaded guns. Evidently they were of tho 
kind marked out by nature for elimination, 
and it would be absurd to pretend the 
least regret for the removal of creatures so 
obviously unfitted to live. 
KEARNEY’S LAST CHANCE. 
A dispatch from San Diego appears to 
destroy Kearney’s last chance of escaping 
from the House of Correction. The only 
planBible point in his appeal to the Su­ 
preme Court consisted in the allegation 
that the ordinance under which his prose­ 
cution was bad was published but four 
times, instead of the legal number of five 
times, in the American Flag, which was 
then the official paper of San Francisco 
city and county. D. O. McCarthy, now 
of San Diego, hut formerly the publisher 
of the American Flag in San Francisco, is 
now said to have examined the files of the 
paper, of which he alone possesses a com­ 
plete copy, and to have found that the 
ordinance in question was published five 
times, as required by law. If this state­ 
ment is correct it would seem that Kear­ 
ney’s counsel had found a mare's nest, and 
that the Supreme Court would be very 
unlikely to reopen the case in his behalf.

RUSSIA AND CHINA. 
The action of the Russian Government 
in sending its most formidable war vessels 
into the North Pacific does not strengthen 
the recent declaration of Russian semi­ 
official journals to the effect that there was 
no thought of war with China. The ru­ 
mored attempt of the Chinese Government 
to secure the alliance of Japan against Rus­ 
sia does not bear oat the recent statement 
that the Pekin Government had no 
thought of war with Russia.

W hat effect an attack upon Chinese ports 
by the Rnssian navy would have upon 
other Western Powers, remains to be seen, 
but it is scarcely possible that Eng­ 
land, Germany and France would stand 
by quietly and see their commerce 
with China endangered or destroyed 
by Russian aggressiveness. The Russian

that they may uot be judged by the world as step­ 
ping outside the (rnle of law abiding citizens ; and 
whereas, in order that a fair statement of their case 
may be heard by us, we embody the following mani­ 
festo issued by the League to United States .Marshal 
Foole. iHere follows the address of the settlers to 
the .Marshal, heretofore published.] Now, therefore, 
Resolved, That we assure our friends of Tulare 
and Fresno counties of our continued sym; athy for 
their cause, and hereby reiterate what uur leader, 
Denis Kearney, promised them when addressing 
them last spring—that if they are compelled as a 
finality- to tight for what justly beioi gs to them, 
that the Workingmen’s party of California will 
rally to their support, and the bones of the land 
robbers and railroad thieves will be left to bleach 
on the plains. 
Resolved, That we warn these settlers of the du­ 
plicity and treachery of the corporation with whom 
they are dealing, and not be caught unprepared 
again, as they seem to have been when five of their 
number were slai»: 
At the Recreation Grounds to-day the 
base ball game of the championship series, 
between the Bay City and Knickerbocker 
Clubs, was won by the latter—8 to 5. 


E ds. A lta : I desire to correct several 
misrepresentations that have gone before 
the public in relation to the so-called 
Tulare county land troubles. This will be 
best done by a brief narration of facts : 
In February, 1879—more than a year 
ago—as attorney and counsel for the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Compauy, I in­ 
stituted several actions of ejectment for 
the recovery of lands in Tulare county, 
which had been granted to such company 
by Act of Congress, United States patents 
for which had been issued as early a3 1877. 
Immediately on the commencement of 
these actions it was heralded through the 
public press that “ settlers ” on the rail­ 
road lauds in Tulare county had combined 
together and formed themselves into mili­ 
tary companies, fully armed and equipped, 
for the openly avowed purpose of resisting 
by force the recovery of the lands by legal 
proceedings. 
The company paid no attention to these 
violent demonstrations, but quietly prose­ 
cuted their legal remedies to tiual judg­ 
ment. Iu August last the cases were tried 
before the United States Circuit Court, 
and after full hearing and consideration, 
judgment was rendered in favor of the 
railroad company for the recovery of the 
lands sued for. 
The cases were not decided until De­ 
cember, and the judgments were not en­ 
tered until January of the present year. 
In order to stay the issuing of execu­ 
tions on appeal, it was necessary that the 
appeal should he taken, and bonds given 
for rents and profits within ten days after 
judgment. In order to accommodate the 
defendants, the time for perfecting appeals 
was from time to time extended, and not 
until all intention of applying was aban­ 
doned were executions placed in the Mar­ 
shal's hands, and then only in six cases, 
being cases in which contracts for sale of 
the lands had teen made to third persons, 
and whom the company w'as legally 
bound to place in possession. 
It is quite evident that the fact of exe­ 
cutions having been issued was instantly 
communicated to the military organization, 
for when the Marshal appeared in the 
neighborhood to execute the writs, accom­ 
panied by two of the purchasers, whom he 
was directed to place in possession of three 
of the tracts of land recovered, he was 
confronted and attacked by an organized 
body of men, armed with rifles or other 
weapons. While the Marshal’s life was 
spared, one of his companions (Mr. Crow) 
was brutally killed outright, aud the other 
(Mr. Hartt) was mortally wounded, and 
has since died. 
One of the most notable features con­ 
nected with the whole controversy is that 
the public press, though well informed, 
and chronicling from day to day the actions 
and doings of this organization, armed for 
the openly-declared purpose of resisting 
the laws of the country, has, in no in­ 
stance, so far as I know, expressed one 
word of disapproval nor given one word of 
warning to the men engaged in the con­ 
spiracy that to carry out their threats 
would render them felons and outlaws, 
but, on the contrary, more than one pub­ 
lic journal expressed open sympathy for 
their cause, and encouraged them in their 
violent and lawless proceedings. 
It is urged by the Bo-called League that 
the railroad company is oppressively 
attempting to drive honest settlers from 
their homes. It is not true that these per­ 
sons are in any just sense entitled to be 
called “ settlers” on these lands. 
They took possession in open defiance of 
the well known fact that the lands had 
been granted to the railroad company, 
and it is simply preposterous to include 
them in the class of persons that was in­ 
vited to settle on the lands with a promise 
that when patents were issued they should 
have the option to purchase. 
Such invitation was extended to those 
who chose to settle on the land as tenants 
and to recognize the title of the company. 
These persons took possession adverse, or 
since taking possession have held adverse, 
to the rights or claims of the company, and 
now hold by open force, and in defiance of 
the power of the United States Govern­ 
ment. 
Even after they had shot down and mur­ 
dered two of the United States Marshal's 
assistants they coolly handed him a writ­ 
ten document in which these “ laic-abiding 
citizens'’ inform him that they have “ de­ 
termined that we will not leave our homes, 
unless forced to do so by a superior force. 
In other words, it will require an army of 
1,000 good soldiers against the local force 
that we can rally.” 
Tile railroad company will continue to 
appeal to the laws for protection to their 
persons and property, never doubting that 
the Government that displayed such ample 
power in putting down the rebellion—in 
which, it is said, the leaders of this so- 
called Land League took their first lessons 
in fighting against the laws of the coun­ 
try—is still able to protect its citizens in 
their lawful rights.

The Brnm m ett Murder Case at H ollister. 
H o llis te r, May 15th.—A mass meeting 
of citizens waa held here to-day to express 
disapprobation of the finding of the Grand 
J ury in the case of G. W. Carlton, proprie­ 
tor of the Telegraph, who killed S. H. Brum­ 
mett, editor of the Enterprise, in February 
last.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


P icnic D isturbers. — The cases of thé 
young bloods who, it is charged, made 
themelves notorious by disturbing the 
Tied Men’s picnic at Nato in a Grove 
en last Sunday, came up for trial 
in Justice Gilmei’s Court on Saturday. 
The defendants were represented by Ed. M. 
Martin, T. H. Wallis, J. N. Young and J. 
H. Duffy, who entered a demurrer to the 
complaints on the ground that they were too 
uncertain in their specification of the acts 
complained of. That they charged the de­ 
fendants with having disturbed the peace of 
the neighborhood of Natoma Grove in Sacra­ 
mento county, whereas it was argued by the 
defendants’ attorneys that there was no neigh­ 
borhood about Natoma Grove to be disturbed, 
and that the picnic temporarily there could 
not be termed a neighborhood, and hence the 
present complaints were fatally defective, 
even if a violation of the peace had been com­ 
mitted at a picnic, as is claimed to have oc­ 
curred. District Attorney Buckley appeared 
for the prosecution and stated that he did not 
draw the complaints, but that under them a 
breach of the peace of Natoma Grove could 
be properly proved. He admitted that Sec­ 
tion 403 of the Penal Code was intended to 
cover this class of cases, and that the com­ 
plaints should have been drawn under it. 
After arguments of counsel the Court decided 
that the complaints as drawn were fatally de­ 
fective, being drawn under the wrong section 
of the code, and ordered the defendants dis­ 
charged. The officers who swore out the pre­ 
vious complaints had no knowledge whatever 
that they were not properly drawn, until the 
point was raised by demurrer in Court, and 
as they firmly believe that the disturbance of 
the peace is an offense under the law, and 
that the cases in hand are such as can be 
made to feel the force of -penalty prescribed, 
the officers will to-day apply to District At­ 
torney Backley to draw new complaints 
which shall give an opportunity for trial of 
the facts in these cases. 
. L tisg I nstincts.—The San Francisco 
Chronicle, with the instinct for lying for 
which it is offensively notorious, in its report 
of the proceedings of the Baptist State Con­ 
vention on Friday, makes Dr. Gray, the 
Moderator of the Convention, declare the re­ 
port of the proceedings of Thursday, as pub­ 
lished in the R ecord-U nion, incorrect. The 
report in question stated that a loud demand 
was made for a call of the churches on tabling 
the resolutions condemnatory of the Kat- 
locks. which demand was ignored by the 
Chairman. Mr. Hewes called attention to 
the statement and asked the Chairman to 
explain. Dr. Gray distinctly admitted the 
correctness of the re[>ort, and explained his 
action in ignoring the demand by saying that 
the Secretary had no roll of the churches, 
and that therefore he took the vote by rising. 
A Chronicle reporter takes to lying as na­ 
turally as a young duck to water, because 
“ evil communications corrupt good man­ 
ners.'’ Dr. Gray ignored the demand for the 
call as arbitrarily as any programme Presi­ 
dent of a ward meeting was ever known to 
do. In fact, the parliiineutarv rights of mem­ 
bers were sat down upon in that Convention 
very much after the manner of common sin­ 
ners. 
P olice Cocrt.—The following business 
was transacted in the Police Court on Satur­ 
day: John Eberhardt, found guilty of bat­ 
tery by a jury, fined $62 50; Ah You, ar­ 
rested for misdemeanor, was discharged ; Ah 
Mow, found guilty of petty larceny, was 
mulct in the sum of $42 50 for his indiscre­ 
tion ; John Brown, fined $7 50 for being 
drunk ; Lizzie Jenks. charged with being a 
common drunk, continued to to-day.

Without arriving 
at any definite conclusion or course of action, 
the meeting was adjourned until next 
Wednesday at 2 P. M., when a public meet­ 
ing of land-owners in the district will be held 
again at Nick Dole’s, for lurther considera­ 
tion of the subject, and endeavor to adopt 
some plan of action to secure better protec­ 
tion from overflow.

TO THE MO UiN TAINS. 


AN EXCURSION TO TRUCXEE AND BACK 
AND WHAT THE PARTY SAW. 


The Snow—Wrecks of the W inter—Man’s 
T rium phs—Ihe Stormy Hills—Snow- 
Shed3 and th eir Battles. 


An excursion party left here on Saturday 
night for a rapid trip to the snows of the 
mountains and back. The party was made 
up for the occasion by the following ladies 
and gentlemen : Governor George C. Per­ 
kins, Superintendent R. H. Pratt, of the 
C. P. R. R. ; W. II. Mills and wife, James 
McL’latchey, George F. Parsons, wife and 
daughter ; Miss Fannie McClatehey, S. C. 
DenBon and wile, J. F. Sheehan and wife, J. 
A. Woodson and wife, N. E. White, Miss 
Jennie McMenotny, Mrs. J. H. Lewis, 
Frank Shay and wife, San Francisco; Frank 
H. Horton and wife, San Francisco; H. P. 
Fletcher, San Francisco. On the return trip 
the excursionists were accompanied by Sena­ 
tor Wat-on, of Nevada county. 
The party had by virtue of charter the 
comfortable silver palace sleeping car No. 18, 
in which at 8:58 on Saturday evening, re­ 
gretting the unavoidable absence of other 
members of the company and their wives, 
the excursionists were 
SNUGLY STOWED, 
And the car attached to the Virginia ex­ 
press. The plan was to utterly ignore and 
forget “ the shop” for one season of twenty 
hours; to murder, bury and sing songs over 
the sod of any rash member who mentioned 
business on the trip, or even hinted by eleva­ 
tion of the eyebrows at the facts of daily 
routine ; to begin the excursion by retiring, 
as good people should, to early couches ; to 
be switched off at Truckee, rise about 6:30 A. 
M., breakfast, do Truckee, depart homeward, 
“ soger” on the way, and get back to the 
flowery City of the Plains in time, with a 
whetted appetite, for substantial Sunday din­ 
ners. This plan, with two exceptions, was 
carried out. There is an undehnable atmos­ 
phere of sociability pervading a palace car 
stocked as this one was, which brings the occu­ 
pants so much closer together than on other oc­ 
casions; such an unbendiug, and leveling and 
fraternizing, that it is not to be wondered at 
the company in its cordial interchange of 
thought and word, its fencing with humor, 
its broad-sword exercise with wit, and its ra­ 
pier-like thrusts and guards with repartee, 
should have forgotten, as it did, the passage 
of time and have found itself, at 1 A. M. Suu­ 
day, only just beginning that most amusing 
and skillful of all gymnastic exercises, un­ 
dressing for sleep in a rapidly-moving sleep­ 
ing car, on the crookedest part of a mountain 
road. Shortly after that hour, however, the 
curtains were drawn, and the only bald 
headed man in the entire group 
GATE THE WORD 
From an elevated position to “ shut off the 
gas,” a proceeding delayed by the feet of a 
well-known journalist which extended across 
the aisle to an extent that prevented free 
passageway of the chambermaid. By all 
reasonable human calculation the company 
should now have slept sound and well 
full five and a half hours, but in the de­ 
feat of 
this 
expectation 
came 
the 
second variation of the original plans. At 
4:30 A. M. an adventurous journalist resolved 
for just once in his life to experience the sen­ 
sations supposed to be enjoyed by the early 
bird. He chose for the worms needed to the 
full exemplification of the fossilized and out­ 
rageously unhealthy old proverb, several of 
the members of the party, arousing them to 
a realization of their choice and election by 
liberal baptisms of snow, with which the 
grit of Truckee’s streets had made intimate 
acquaintance. The sudden introduction of 
“ the chosen ” to the first snow they had felt 
under their shirt collars and along their 
spinal columns for a score of years produced 
a chorus of yells and feminine shrieks that 
murdered sleep as effectually as did the 
bloody Macbeth, and made a hurried toilet 
and a dash into the chill air of morning a 
positive act oi self-defense. 
truckee 
Was done before breakfast; the brawling 
river was called upon, the coasting hill ex­ 
perimented on to the detriment of the after 
;.art of official attire, the chief manufactory 
of this active aud energetic town invaded in 
the midst of its Sunday rest, and the streets 
of the place taken in and digested for memo­ 
ry’s uses. At 6:45 the company—with fainting 
stomachs and almost rebellious appetites, 
that had so suddenly been introduced to the 
sharpening process, and under the influence 
of which ODe lady lost her head for a few mo­ 
ments—sat down at Moody’s to a trout 
breakfast. The ladies of the party, with 
a wealth of floral decoration brought 
from Sacramento’s gardens, dressed the 
table with flowers and every gentleman 
with the regidation button-hole bouquet. 
It was a good breakfast and heartily dis­ 
cussed to the disposition of a good-sized cargo 
of the speckled beauties of the Truckee aud 
“ the Lakes.” A slight delay—occasioned 
by a temporary indisposition—aud then 
the excursionists’ car, drawn by locomotive 
226, started on its return trip. And now 
Superintendent Pratt, over one of whose 
official divisions the company was about to 
pass by daylight, came out of his modest re- 
tiraey and took the reins as guide. So ad­ 
mirably did he perform the self-imposed 
duty, so patieut and genial and accommodat­ 
ing was his course, that the ride over was 
doubly enhanced in its interest, and the 
memory of his obliging acts remain insepara­ 
ble from the recollections of what proved 
A MOST DELIGHTFUL TRIP. 
He knew the points of interest at which to 
stop, and all such desirable pauses were made ; 
he was familiar with every feature of the 
landscape, and was not niggard of his infor­ 
mation ; he timed and regulated the progress 
of " the special,” so that every point of van­ 
tage was taken in sight-seeing, every wish 
gratified, and all the excursionists returned in 
better than sharp time to their Sunday din- 
neis, for all whic h voluntary favors the one- 
day tourists, while at luncheon at Blue Can­ 
yon, tendered the obliging railway official a 
unanimous rising vote of thanks. At 
this same lunch there was indulged some 
witty speech-making and some music, as 
agreeable variations to the trip. 
The company was landed safe and sound at 
4:30 P. M. yesterday at the new depot, its mem­ 
bers feeling as if they had embraced the ex­ 
perience of a weak of romantic travel, and 
scarcely able to realize that it is possible in so 
brief a space of time to see so much that is 
grand and awe-inspiring ; to view the evi­ 
dences of such gigantic conflicts between man 
and the elements as now dot the route of the 
railroad over the snowy Sierras, and point in 
every instance to the final victory of the for­ 
mer ; to take in such copious aud satisfying 
draughts of Nature in her whitened garb and 
all the eloquence of her wintry frown ; to 
look out upon some of the rarest landscapes 
of the continent; to stand amidst the snowy 
rigors of the clouds and look into the sunny 
depths of spring below ; to feel the inspira­ 
tion which moves the soul to its depths by­ 
even momentary pauses upon the threshold 
of the grandest gallery of wonders to which 
the mountains hold a key. 
SOME DETAILS. 
The valuable and interesting details of the 
trip—brief though it was—if given in full 
would make a volume of no mean dimeB- 
sioLs. It was a sermon of texts from begin­ 
ning to end, and as food for thought may be 
set out to mental appetite for many a day to 
come, producing by digesting the best of edu­ 
cational growth. He must be a dullard who 
can cross the Sierras by day and not oome 
down into the valley filled with themes for 
mental reflection. A few of the more ordi­ 
nary details may be given. 
At Truckee the curious were attracted by 
an odd. and in some respects grim, collection 
of relics gathered at the “ Starvation Camp” 
of the ill-fated Donner party. There was 
much of interest in the close study of the 
topography of the country about Truckee, 
and much of value derivable from inquiry 
into the sources of prosperity of that com­ 
munity, its lumber and manufacturing inter­ 
ests, its position as a market town, its loca­ 
tion in relation to prominent lines of travel 
and certain mining sections, and its hopes 
and expectations for the future, which are of 
the most buoyant character and have ap­ 
parently good foundation in present realities. 
At Truckee the snow is rapidly melting. 
It is absent mostly from the streets, but in­ 
crusta the low ridges, mountain sides and 
river slopes from two to fonr feet in depth. 
The temperature was scarcely below that of 
early morning in Sacramento during the pies- 
ent month. 
The streams are swollen on 
every hand, and an abundance of water sup­ 
ply is a certainty on the eastern Sierra slope 
this year, the snows being deeper and more 
extensive than on this side of the Summit. 
At very many of the scenes of the snow- 
slides of the past winter the train was stopped 
and the disasters exulaiued by Superintend­ 
ent Pratt. 
The terrific force of these ava­ 
lanches it is difficult to form an adequate 
conception of. 
From a hight of 2,000 feet, 
down almost precipitous mountain sides, 
comes thundering an ocean of packed and 
frozen Bnow. It reaches the low ridge that 
usually crowns the terraces along which the 
snow-shedB are built, banks up, trembles for 
a moment, and then, urged on by accumu­ 
lating glides above, it dashes, with all its in­ 
conceivable weight augmented by the im­ 
petuosity of its momentum, upon the rugged 
structure below, which is swept away like 
A LEAF BEFORE THE BLAST. 
Timbers that are solid, huge trees, beams 
as mighty as it is possible to hew from forest 
giants, braces, guards, trusses and sheathing. 


all disappear in the fury of the slide, or are 
twisted, snapped, riven and torn as if by the 
hands of some angry power whose ferocity 
and strength man cannot conctive. It was 
at such places as these that the terrible battles 
between the elements and man took place 
the past winter. Oi these wrecks or breaks 
in the snow-sheds there have been no less 
than thirty between Truckee and Cisco the 
past winter. It was when these avalanches 
descended and blockaded the road with snow, 
frozen and packed nearly to the solidity of 
ice, and in bodies from 20 to 150 feet in 
depth, and interlaced with the twisted, 
broken and jagged timbers from the wreck of 
the sheds, that the railroad officials on Mr. 
Pratt’s division were called upon to 
do battle with and overcome seemingly 
insurmountable protests of nature against 
the traversing of her mountain realms by 
man. There were times recently when gangs 
of men were worked in this struggle for 
twenty consecutive hours without rest or 
food. Re.-t meant only to give up all accom­ 
plished ; food supplies were cut off by other 
avalanches on either haud, and recruits were 
6now-bound on trains beyond the scene of the 
disasters. Food for the brave workers was 
most frequently sent iu special trains from 
Sacramento, while often the gangs as relieved 
by fresh supplies were taken to the nearest 
station and supplied with the best food ob­ 
tainable. The officials found there battles to 
develop men in their true characters. The 
element that loves labor too much to mar it 
by touch, was plentiful iu application for 
wages aud worthless when engaged. The 
laborers already and regularly in the employ­ 
ment of the railroad company were among 
the*best of workers; they seemed to take a 
pride in accomplishment and to exult in vic­ 
tory. Portuguese and Italians battled with 
the snows as if they were native to such con­ 
flicts in their tunny homes beyond the seas ; 
Chinese were by no means valueless for 
sturdy efforts to conquer tbe snows; 
miners fought with greatest skill and 
the most independence, while mountaineers 
were most vigorous and constant in 
these battles, to which their maturer years 
have inured them. Very few of the breaks 
in the thed3 consequent upon slides are less 
than 500 feet in length, and many are longer. 
From the first break up to the Summit the 
snow, beginning at six feet, increases, uutil 
at the Summit Hotel, now deserted and almost 
buried in the mass of ice, it is from 12 to 16 
feet in depth, with drifts and packs 50 and 
75 feet deep. All along the mountain sides 
there hangs a mass of packed, melting and 
treacherous snow, which at many places ap­ 
pears ready to dash upon the human works 
below’ from the towering hights above. In 
many places the sheer walls of the mountain 
side beneath the roofed galleries—which 
serve 
to carry the avalanches over 
the track and shoot them into the 
gorges far below — are covered with 
ice from one to four feet in thickness, formed 
by the daily drip of melting snow and the 
nightly freezing. In places sections of the 
new double sheds were examined which the 
railroad company is now putting up over all 
double tracks where snow-sheds are needed. 
These new sheds are of sawed timer, and have 
truss roofs with iron rod brace. The whole 
is built with a single span, as the central pests 
formerly in use were found to be dangerous 
to men in coupling and in woiking trains. 
These new structures are very massive, aud 
one would think ought to successfully resist 
the ice and snow avalanches. 
PAUSES. 
Pauses were made to look out upon Lake 
Donner, still wrapped in its wintry sheet; to 
watch the dash of mountain torrents ; to look 
out upon the Yuba at its rise, and the Bear 
where it begins its course tc the valley ; 
pauses to gain views of lofty peaks hanging 
heavy with unnumbered tons of snow ieady 
to be precipitated upon the terraces below ; 
to look into the signal system of the railroad 
company ; to hear it explained why Red 
Mountain peak is chosen as a telephone and 
telegraph station in Bummer, because from 
its lofty bare, bald summit twenty miles of 
sheds are in sight, and a tire at any point in 
the line can be signaled by the watcher. 
Pauses to enable the excursionists to 
stand out iu the falling snow, which 
came down softly a goodly part of 
yesterday, intermitted with light falls of 
rain from a dull and leaden clouded sky. 
Pauses to enjoy glorious views of canyon, 
mountain range and far-away valley ; of dis­ 
tant ribbon-like rivers aud dashing cascades ; 
of loftv peaks and mountains of snow ; pauses 
to gather gloom into the soul in the depths of 
darksome tunnels and beneath the great drip­ 
ping icicles of somber and echoing snow gal­ 
leries. At every halt a snow-balling battle 
took place, and to their vigor be it given 
credit, the laaies, in seven cases out of ten, 
came out victors. They jammed the granu­ 
lated wet and dripping snow down journal­ 
istic necks and sent incipient neuralgia re­ 
joicing along sedentary spinal columns ; they 
rubbed the gubernatorial countenance and 
took the starch out of the judicial shirt 
bosom ; they filled in stand-up collars abound 
slender necks plump to the edge of tbe side- 
beards; they shampooed the unwilling heads 
of athletes from the San Francisco Olympic 
Club with snow surcharged with cinders, and 
conspired to decoy unwitting victims into 
rheumatic delights. They received many a 
snowy baptismal in return, and minded not 
an occasional acrobatic evolution from the 
crown to the depths of a drift. They rode 
upon the engine, and entered into the 
anatomy of the monster snow-plow at a sid­ 
ing, and otherwise gave renewed evidences of 
the indisputable fact that, shielded behind 
masculine gallantry, a woman can get away 
with more adventures in snow-bank and re­ 
cord more victories in snow-ball battles and 
excursion tactics than the humans made of 
sterner stuff can boast of. Like victors of 
old, they reduced the captives of war to 
slavery, and dragged them at their chariot 
wheels to pluck gaudy mountain plants from 
places ruinous to shin-bones aud the temper, 
and sent them to dig up from the red soil the 
delicate mountain lily, tear from its clinging 
place to earth the “ devil’s carpet,” and pluck 
the fresh manzanita blossoms from their 
tough stems, and coax the mouutain fern un­ 
broken from the gravelly soil of its home. 
But, unlike the victors of old, they did their 
share of all these pleasant taska 
DOWN THE HILL. 
Some miles above Emigrant Gap the last 
snow of consequence was seen. From there 
down, where the face of the earth has not 
been scarred and torn by hydraulic mining, 
the green of spring is putting forth. Further 
down, as at Gold Run, vegetation is far ad 
vanced, and from Cape Horn the eye rests 
on unceasii g green in the valley below and 
on the distant cultivated slopes. In the 
foothills the evidences of rapid and bounte­ 
ous earth-growth were enjoyed by the sight 
and even the drizzle of rain all the afternoon, 
that held its own down to Rocklin, cou’d not 
Gull the beauties of the scenery and the at­ 
tractiveness of field, vineyard and widespread- 
ing meadow. And so filled with a still pr« - 
founder respect for nature in her winter garb 
the one-day travelers tame back to the valley 
content with the snow’s fall on the bleak 
mountain tops, but better content with the 
snowless plains. 
Fem ale R obber.—The mystery of the rob­ 
bery at the residence of Mrs. Ten Eyck, cor­ 
ner of Third and J streets, on April 25th, has 
at last became unraveled, the party arrested 
and the property recovered. The case hav­ 
ing been reported to police headquarters at 
the time of the occurrence, officer Woods took

COUNTY SCHOOL TEXT-B00KS. 
The County Board of Education met at the 
Court-house on last Saturday forenoon at 11 
o'clock, Charles E. Bishop, County Superin­ 
tendent in the chair, and proceeded to open 
the propasáis and award contracts for fur­ 
nishing text books for the county schools. It 
was decided to open the bids and award 
contracts in the following order : Geographies, 
reidera, intellectual arithmetic, complete 
arithmetic, grammars, primary and compre­ 
hensive geography. United States history, 
elementary physiology, copy books, spellers, 
drawing books, music readers, elementary 
bookkeeping. In accordance therewith Har­ 
per’s Geographies were adopted at $2 25, 
those in competition being Monteith’s and 
Cornell’s—the latter being without the Pacific 
coast appendix—both at the same price as 
Harper’s. Readers—McGuffey’s were adopted 
unanimously, at $2 50 per set of five books. 
Those in competition were the Pacific Coast 
Readers (set of five), at $2 50, and Appleton’s 
(set of five), at $2 90. 
Tbe proposals for arithmetics were from 
the firms ot A. L. Bancroft, Payot, Upham 
& Co. and W. A. & C. S. Houghton. Col­ 
burn’s Intellectual was adopted ; retail price, 
40 cents. Robinson’s shorter course was 
adopted for first book ; exchange, 20 cents ; 
introduction, 29 cents ; retail, 45 cents. Com­ 
plete arithmetics, exchange, 50 cents; intro­ 
duction, 83 cents ; retail. §1 25. 
Then, on ballot, the Board adopted Reed 
& Kellogg’s grammars. Graded I.cssons, ex­ 
change, 20 cents ; introduction, 30 cents ; re­ 
tail, 45 cents.

First reader, 30 cents; second 
reader, 40 cents ; third reader, 40 cents. 
Swinton Word Book or Speller was adopt­ 
ed ; exchange, 11 cents; introduction, 15 
cents ; retail, 30 cents. 
Bryant & Stratton Book-keeping ; intro­ 
duction, 75 cents ; retail, SI. 
The following resolution offered by J. E. 
Blanchard was adopted : 
Rcttolved, That all applicants for teacher's cer­ 
tificates must obtain 85 per cent, of credits to i b- 
tain a certificate for teaching, and that applicants 
for first grade certificates must pass an examination 
in algebra, physiology and philosophy, in addition 
to those required by Section 1605 ot the school law. 
A resolution was also adopted, authorizing 
the County Superintendent to procure a seal 
for the County Board of Examiners. 
The next examination for teacher’s certifi­ 
cates was fixed to be held on the 16th day of 
June at the office of the County Superintend­ 
ent.
